long reservoir that would flood 
the inner gorge throughout the 
Grand Canyon National Monu- 
ment and for 13 miles into the 
National Park.” 

Needed and logical hydro- 
electric developments are one 
thing. These are something 
else, Here is what the Commit- 
tee had to say as to that; 
“These dams, either or both, 
would save no water, nor add 
any to the already over-deve- 
loped Colorado, On the contra- 
ry, they would waste water 
through evaporation, Their sole 
purpose is to produce hydro- 
electric power which the 
government would sell to sub- 
sidize the Central Arizona Ir- 
rigation Project, despite the 
fact that modern fuel burning 
plants can produce cheaper 
power than either of the pro- 
posed dams,” 

A kindred proposal is to 
build a dam in Alaska which 
would flood an area the size of 
New Jersey and do inestimable 
damage to one of the last great 
remaining wildlife habitats on 
this continent. If the govern- 
ment dam builders have their 
way, some of Natur’s most 
magnificent wonders will be 
destroyed forever, 


WHEN Governor Wallace 
said on television last week that 
if the people of Alabama felt 
that they wanted him to continue 
the job he was doing to write 
or wire him, Today his con- 
ference table is piled high with 
mail and telegrams, One writer 
Said Sunday that one gets the 
impression that Wallace has few 
personal friends and no social 
life and that when he unbends 
it apparently is with three or 
four long-time buddies who are

Robert Cooper, Elba 
Postmaster explained that 
these cards are distributed 
by rural and star route 
carriers. They are de- 
livered in this manner ac- 
cording to an agreement 
between the Post Office 
Department and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 
Everyone does not get a 
card, Each carrier has only 
enough cards to give a 
sample of the farmers on 
his route, This survey 
method has proven to be a 
very efficient way of 
gathering information from 
farmers for important end- 
of-season estimates of the 
State’s crop acreages. 

Carriers often conduct 
informal contests among 
themselves to see which 
route returns the highest 
percentage of cards. Five 
Elba carriers are partici- 
pating inthis year’s sur- 
vey.
